BIBLE MANUSCRIPTS, 

The oldest and most valuable of all the manu- 
scripts of the Bible in existence are the Sinaitic 
and the Vatican, both of the fourth century. The 
former was discovered and published in fac simile 
by Tischendorf. The Vatican manuscript is pre- 
served at Rome; and, with characteristic illiberal- 
ity, permission has been regularly refused to schol- 
ars to examine it, except under the most senseless 
restrictions. At last Tischendorf’s importunity 
has induced the authorities, using his type, to 
commence its publication. The Gospels have 
been issued, and if the work is actually done it 
will be a great boon to students of the Biblical 
text. No recognition is made in the volume of 
the services of the Protestant Tischendorf. 


Foreign Department. 


WEST Inpres—Porto Rrco.—About a year ago, 
we made a grant of a small number of Spanish 
Bibles and Testaments to a gentleman residing at 
Ponce, Porto Rico. We have recently received a 
gratifying account of the distribution of the books. 
They awakened great interest, and were the occa- 
sion of numerous applications, which he was not 
able to meet. A larger supply has recently been 
sent him, The liberty of religion recently conced- 
ed by the Spanish government has greatly con- 
tributed to this demand. Hitherto the people 
haye been debarred access to the Bible, and were 
consequently profoundly ignorant on the subject 
of Protestant Christianity, and they show great 
eagerness to ayail themselves of present opportu- 
nities. 

Sparn.—We have received a letter from a gen- 
tleman who has recently visited Spain, in which 
he makes some interesting statements as to the 
religious work in that country, and especially the 
desire of the people for the Scriptures. We insert 
it elsewhere, The statements are entirely volun- 
tary on his part, and are the results of his own 
intelligent observation. 

Brazi—Rio DE JANEIRO.—We haye a note 
from Rey. A. L. Blackford, giving the pleasing in- 
formation that his small church in Rio de Janeiro 
had raised twenty-five dollars for the American 
Bible Society, for which sum he encloses a draft 
on the treasurer of the Presbyterian Board of 
Missions. We accept it as an acceptable token of 
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the estimation of the-labours of our Society in that 
field. ‘These labours are temporarily checked, to 
be resumed, in Mr. Blackford’s opinion, before 
long, with improved prospects. See his letter in 
another place in this number. 

Sourm AmericA—NeEwW GRENADA.—Some months 
ago, a grant of Bibles and Testaments in Spanish 
was made to Rey. H. B. Pratt, for distribution in 
his mission at Barranquilla. <A letter recently re- 
ceived from him, touching the distribution of 
them, is not at all encouraging. He had granted 
a copy to each of the steamers plying on the Mag- 
dalena river, but beyond this he has been able to 
do next to nothing, though eyery effort had been 
made. “This is due,” he says, “to the utter relig- 
ious apathy that characterizes Barranquilla.” 

Sourn AmpricAa—Monte VipEo.—We have re- 
ceived a letter of more than usual interest from 
Mr. Milne, showing the effect of his labours in the 
Rio de la Plata. In the months of July and 
August the distribution amounted to 803 volumes, 
while the receipts were $68 96; which, however, 
is only.a part of the actual amount, the balance 
not having been paid into Mr. Milne’s hands. It 
will be included in his next report. But it is not 
the mere number of books put into circulation 
that we value, but rather the blessed results of the 
work, The Bible is doing its work, subduing 
prejudice, opening the eyes of the people, making 
its own way, and leading the people to the knowl- 
edge of God. The practice of reading the New 
Testament in the schools, shows a marked progress 
in public opinion on Christian topics. We com- 
mend Mr. Milne’s letter to the reader’s attentive 
persusal, 

Since the above was written, we have received 
another letter from Mr, Milne, giving a cheering 
account of the progress of the work. He mentions 
the case of a priest who had publicly renounced 
Popery and avowed his acceptance of evangelical 
religion. We may hereafter publish it, but at 
present we forbear, 

OnrnA—Prxinc.—We have received an inter- 
esting letter from Rey. Dr, Martin, as to the best 
mode of enlarging our work in that country, and 
on the progress of the Mandeaim version. He re- 
lates a very interesting fact, showing the influence 
of the Bible on a native. He says: “'The*Rey. 
Mr. Burdon, in a recent tour, met with an intelli- 
gent man who years ago obtained a copy of the 
Scriptures, and before he ever saw a missionary, 
derived from the Bible alone a profound impression 
of the truth of the religion which it teaches, He 
recited from memory more than half of the first 
chapter of Genesis, a precious morsel, which to 
him was worth more than all the philosophy of 
China,” 


We have also received a letter re Mr, P. R, 
Hunt, sending the fiscal account of the North 
China ee with the American Bible Society, 
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and giving an encouraging account of printing 
the Scriptures in behalf of our Society. 

BuLeartaA.—The Agent in the Levant sends us 
a very interesting letter from Rev. Dr. Long, of the 
Bulgarian Mission, addressed to himself, giving an 
account of Bible work among the Bulgarians. 
The reader will be pleased to see further notice of 
‘Todor the Potter,” the story of whose persecutions 
and triumph the attentive reader will hardly have 
forgotten. This letter serves to show that the 
Bulgarian Testament, electrotyped at the Bible 
House under the supervision of Dr. Long, is com- 
ing into use and is doing good service.

A LETTER FROM PROFESSOR WILCOX. 


My Dear Sir:—During the months of October 
and November last I spent some time in Spain, 
and saw with interest and pleasure the change 
that has taken place there as to the introduction 
of the Bible. I sailed on the hermaphrodite brig 
“Dayid Bugbee,” of Stockton, Maine, from New 
York to Alicante. The captain, Jas. Staples, Jr., 
and the mate, Mr. Albert Shute, had a number of 
Bibles and Testaments in the Spanish tongue, fur- 
nished by your Society. On arriving in port I 
saw them distributed, and they excited great at- 
tention, those who were able, reading to the un- 
lettered. The great ignorance of the masses, seyen- 
ty-five per cent. cannot read, is a hindrance to the 
work. Five and ten years ago men were punished 
by the courts for making such distributions, and 
vessels which contained the Bible were stopped. 
At Madrid I met Senor Julio Vizcarrondo, secre- 
tary of the Spanish Bible Society, and agent of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. The latter 
society has spent large sums of money in Spain 
since Septeniber, 1868. To an ordinary Spaniard 
it is commonly needful to explain the nature and 
uses of the Scripture. The method of gratuitous 
distribution, therefore, does not promise well. 
This distribution caused an eager demand in 
Madrid, which did not cease when a small price 
was charged. Those who are willing to pay for 
them, are usually the only persons likely to make 
use of them. Exceptions of course exist, which 
should be carefully made. A single Bible given 
to the proper person will do as much as ten pro- 
miscuously donated or sold. American and En- 
glish consuls and residents can commonly give 
information as to the best use of the stock. The 
effect will not be quick, but it will be lasting. 
There are Protestant churches in Madrid and Bar- 
celona, and the Church of England worship is 
conducted by English officers or residents, in most 
of the cities. Spiritualists, Deists, and Atheists 
are also hard at work spreading their views. Se- 
nor Vizcarrondo designs to establish a Protestant 
weekly, named “ a Luz” (The Light),

FROM MR. ANDREW M. MILNE. 


“We give the following letter nearly as we re- | 


ceived it, notwithstanding some foreign idioms in 


the extract from George Schmidt. Mr. Schmidt 
is not now an Agent of our Society, but is engaged 
in selling religious publications, Mr. Milne sup- 
plying him with our books for which he renders 
a full account. For other than Bible work men- 
tioned in this letter we are not responsible; but 
the circulation of the Scriptures is so connected 
with other Christian operations, that in mention- 
ing one department, the other will sometimes 
necessarily come into view. The Bible helps the 
missionary cause, while the missionaries aid in 
the spread of the Bible; yet each stands on its 
own foundation : 

MOonrTE VIDEO, BANDA ORIENTAL DEL URUGUAY, Oetober 27, 1869. 

My Dear Sir :—Yours of July 23d I duly re- 
ceived, and am glad to learn you contemplate en- 
larging. Along with this I send my account of 
sales, distributions, and receipts. For the month 
of July the number circulated, including portions 
and donations, was 312 copies. Of this number, 
forty-seven were by sale, and mostly Bibles, for 
which the sum of $27 55 was received. The do- 
nations for this month were entirely gospels, For 
the month of August the circulation was 357 
copies, and the money received, $41 41. In ad- 
dition, I have to report sixty Spanish Bibles, and 
seventy-four Spanish Testaments, sold by George 
Schmidt since April last. Thus, the total number 
I have now to report, is: July, 312 copies, $27 55; 
August, 357 copies, $41 41; by George Schmidt, 
184 topies. Total, 803 copies, $68 96. 

In this number ten different languages were 
represented. The amount of cash received, you 
will doubtless consider small compared with the 
number of books circulated, but this last was 
augmented by a liberal distribution of portions, 
while the money is less by not having received 
any remittances from George Schmidt, whose sales 
I have reported. 

A letter I recently received from George Schmidt 
leads me to mention some facts which I haye al- 
ready told you of, but their connection with the 
work seems to call for it. 

In 1862* I was called on business to visit Guale- 
guay, one of the most populous towns in the prov- 
ince of Entre Rios. Being but a few months from 
home, and from a place where there had been an 
extensive and long-continued revival of religion, 
I was quite appalled at the prevailing immorality 
generally, and particularly the desecration of the 
Lord’s day. My business was of such a nature as 
to leave me a good deal of spare time, occasionally 
whole days together. Not being able to converse 
in Spanish, I retired to the woods by which the 
place is surrounded, and spent the time in reading 
and prayer. I remember distinctly, pleading the 
Lord to send this people the Bible, little thinking 
that I was to be the chosen vessel to bring it to 


them. Yet so it was, In 1866 I visited that town, _ 


and you may remember it pleased the Lord to 


| give his word an abundant entrance, if not into 
| the hearts, at least, into the houses of the people. 


Well do I remember going back to some of the 


|same hallowed spots in the wood I had ‘been at 
| years before, to return thanks to God for his 
| goodness both to me and to the people, and to 
supplicate farther a blessing on the word circu- ‘

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lated. The substance of these facts I stated at 
the time, and I refer to them as before mentioned 
on account of a late letter I have receiyed from 
George Schmidt, from which I make the extract 
which follows, and what he says is to me all the 
more encouraging, from the circumstance that the 
morality of the place was*at a lower ebb at the 
time the Bible was first introduced than that of 
any other place I know. Yet of this place George 
Schmidt says : 

“In this place (Gualeguay) where you were 
once distributing the Holy Scriptures, I hope that 
the good seed will take root.in the heart of the 
youth, for it is the custom and practice in the 
various schools to read the New Testament; and 
moreoyer, a good deal of the people are Biblish 
minded, and the priestcraft is pretty ercinical, (I 
understand by this, feeble.) I long to meet you 
before I undertake another departure towards my 
friends in Gualeguay, who expect me with the 
History of the Reformation and other good books 
I told them of. I like this people, and there is, 
too, a door open for a good preacher of the gospel 
in Spanish. I spoke to them from time to time 
of our brother Thomson, and his capacity. They 
heard me with gladness. I saw there in Guale- 
guay, the son of the English consul, from Guale- 
guaychu, collecting money for the establishment 
of a burying place. He gathered $550 in a fort- 
night, almost all from Catholics, for this work 
and enterprise by the Protestants in Gualeguay. 
That nice fellow in the bazaar, Naliano, who 
bought from you so many Bibles, took again half 
a dozen from me this time.” 

I haye given his own words, and to me what he 
says is most encouraging. I have never known 
him to speak so hopefully of any place where the 
Bible had been previously circulated, Indeed, he 
is generally weighed down on account of not 
seeing the fruit of his labours, 

In Monte Video, too, there are not wanting evi- 
dence that the circulation of the Scriptures is 
acting powerfully on the minds of the people. 
In the beginning of this year I urged Dr. Good- 
fellow to send brother Thomson here to preach in 
Spanish, if.it should be but once a fortnight. He 
did so, and to-day we own the Franco-Oriental 
Theater, which has been bought for a church. 
We have only had preaching in it three times, 
and last Sunday night there was a congregation 
of about 250 persons, nearly all natives, and most 
of them had the Bible. The circulation of the 
word and the preaching of the gospel act and 
_ react powerfully on each other. I now expect to 
see more of the fruit of my work in the salvation 
of souls than heretofore, without the preaching of 
the gospel to follow up many of the good impres- 
sions caused by the reading of the Scriptures, 
doubtless wither and die. 


Passing up one of the streets of this city with 
my books a few weeks ago, I saw a priest in com- 
‘pany with two other gentlemen, standing at the 
door of the Franco-Espanol College. As I passed, 
I asked them to buy Bibles. The priest took 
hold of the copy I held in my hand, asking at the 
same time, if they were printed in London, On 
replying in the negative, he asked where the ap- 
probation was. I answered his question by ask- 
ing him another: “When did the Lord himself 
or any of his apostles assert that the Holy Scrip- 
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tures needed the approbation of some Romish 
priest or bishop?” To this he replied: “ But 
what did the Lord himself say?” I supposed he 
meant to answer the question proposed himself, 
and tell me all about St. Peter being the rock, 
etc.; I did not give him time however, as the 
proper answer was vividly brought before my 
mind. “He told the Sadducees that they erred 
because they did not know the Scriptures; and 
the Bereans were said to be more noble than the 
Thessalonians, because they searched the Scrip- 
tures for themselves.” He said: “I ought to re- 
spect the authorities.” Telling him that I did 
respect the civil authorities, he said: “JT ought also 
to respect the ecclesiastical.”, I told him, “that 1 
respected the truth wherever found, but falsehood 
I could not respect.” He said I was worse than 
poison, and tried to frighten me by threatening 
to have me prosecuted, I told him his threats 
were all in vain, but that there was another bar 
at which all must appear to render in their ac- 
count. Before parting, I asked him if he believed 
in the miracles performed by San Antonio de 
Padua. He said he did. I told him he was ca- 
pable of believing any thing, and might believe 
that my Bibles had the Pope’s own approbation 
just as well as not. I offered to leaye him a Bible 
for examination, but he refused to have it in his 
house. I had only gone two or three squares, 
when, by the relation of this conversation with 
the priest, a man was induced to buy a Bible. 
About a week later, offering my books to a lady 
in a shop in one of the principal streets, she told 
me that she had both a Bible and a New Testa- 
ment which her husband had bought of me years 
ago. She said she had read them and had found 
nothing bad in them, although the priest had 
been denouncing them a few days before, as very 
bad, and only fit to be burned, This called the 
above circumstance to mind, and on relating it to 
her she told me he was the same priest she had 
heard. I took her a copy of “ Evenings with the 
Romanists,” and when I saw her a few days ago, 
she said her husband was reading it, and liked it 
very much, 

About a year and a half ago, I sold a Bible to a 
hair dresser. Since then I have called on him 
some three or four times, and on eyery occasion 
remarked that he offered to sell me the Bible back’ 
at a less price than he had paid for it. The last 
time he did so, some three weeks ago, he added 
a mean insinuating remark. I told him he was a 


poor deluded soul groping in the thick darkness, 


and withal so insensible to his situation, as not to 
wish to have light thrown upon his path. Here, 
another man, who was present, made some remark 
about its being a Protestant Bible, while they 
were Roman Catholics, Seeing that it was preju- 
dice that made the young man wish to part with 
his book, I told him I would be bold to assert 
that he had not yet read the book for himself, 


much less had he found any thing bad in it, but 


that some one who had never read it for himself 
had told him falsehoods about it. This appeared 
to be exactly the case, for he had not a single 
word to say in reply. His friend, who at first 
kicked against the pointedness of the naked 
truth, also succumbed, and before parting, became 
very friendly. I left them a of Adolphe 
Monod’s little book, “ Lucille, or 3 
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Bible.” <A few nights ago I called again to sce 
him, when he shewed himself most friendly. He 
had read about half of the book and liked it 
much. I promised him another as soon as he had 
finished. 

Another I met with recently affected great in- 
telligence, but spurned the Bible as a book only 
suitable for old women and children. On telling 
him it contained many things he would be the 
better of knowing, he said he had read the Bible, 
but found it very dry and wearisome reading. I 
said I could easily believe that, but to me, who 
knew somewhat of the book, it proved nothing 
against it, but against himself. It was just as he 
would feel toward one who should follow him into 
every scene into which he entered, and shew him 
that he was wrong in eyery word and act. So it 
was likely he would feel toward the Bible, and 
this on account of the corruption of his nature. 
This kind of reasoning he did not appear to 
relish, and thinking to end the conversation 
granted the point in question. I said you grant 
it, but do you believe it? Remember, it is the 
truth, whether you do or not. I am frequently 
made sensible by conyincing and previously un- 
thoughtof arguments being brought clearly be- 
fore my mind, that the Saviour fulfils still his 
promise in giving to those who trust him, “a 
mouth ard wisdom which all the adversaries are 
not able to gainsay or resist,” and from this I 
draw the comforting conclusion, that he also adds 
his blessing.

RIO DE JANEIRO, November 23, 1869.

I had hoped to inform you of the continuance 
of your work by this mail, but we have not yet 
been able to resume operations.

Brother Chamber- 
lain, now in San Paulo, has been looking out for 
a suitable man, but has not yet succeeded. 

I am persuaded that things are shaping them- 
selyes here for carly and rapid developments, in 
which your aid will be needed.

LETTER FROM REV. DR. LONG. 
‘ : CONSTANTINOPLE, November 39, 1869. 

DEAR BroTHER :—I gave you some months ago 
some items of interest concerning “Todor the 
Potter” and his controversy with his bishop. I 
am now pleased to be able to communicate some- 
thing more with reference to that simple minded 
and earnest Christian. The word of God has be- 
come a power in his heart, and the humble, uned- 
ucated potter has become a light shining in a dark 
place. The faithful reading of God’s, word has 
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filled his heart with loving zeal, and his mouth 
with strong convincing arguments. He bas been 
compelled to undergo very severe trials, but he 
has shown a Christian heroism, and an undaunted 
spirit. Last summer, while sitting one evening 
by the roadside, just outside of the town, engaged 
in quiet religious conversation with a friend, some 
rough fellows, his own countrymen, came along, 
and one of them stopping, said to him: “Are you 
the fellow that reads the Testament? Are you the 
Protestant?” Todor meekly replied: “What 
harm is there in reading the Testament, or in 
being a Protestant?” “Iam the Protestant beat- 
er,” said the other, and slipping off his heavy shoe, 
he took it up and suddenly struck poor Todor 
with great violence several times over the head 
and face with the heavy iron shoe heel, swearing 
that if he did not soon recant, the next time he 
got hold of him he would kill him. Todor went 
before the civil authorities, accompanied by his 
friend as a witness, and reported the brutal attack 
made upon him, The assailant was brought up 
before the court. He there finding supporters in 
some of the members of the municipal council, 
who were rather pleased with his exploit, put in 
the plea that he was just about starting away on 
important mercantile business, and the party who 
complained against him should be compelled to 
give security for indemnification of any loss which 
might be occasioned to his business from his de- 
tention. The iniquitous proposal was actually 
accepted by the council, and poor Todor was told 
that if he wished to complain against this party, 
he must find sureties to stand good for all dam- 
ages which might occur from his detention. He 
was privately informed by the Turkish governor, 
that so violent was the feeling of the Bulgarian 
members of the council against Protestantism, that 
he (the governor) could do nothing more in the 
case. What an example of intolerance and imbe- 
cility? Some representations have been made by 
me in an influential quarter upon the case, and J 
hope that such violence will not occur again, 
though Todor and two brethren, whom the Lord 
has given him there, feel that they may he called 
upon at any time to give their lives for the truth 
of Christ. 

I spent a night at a village about twenty-five 
miles from that city, and was entertained by a 
kind family who had heard through that brother 
of the truth as it is in Jesus. Never have I spent 
amore interesting night, and never have I seen 
such a thirsting for Scripture knowledge as was 
shown by a young peasant, as we sat there upon the 
earth floor of his half under-ground hut, with a 
flickering tallow candle between us, hunting up in 
the Bulgarian Testament the Scriptural answers to 
the Guestions with which he kept plying me until 
midnight. Never did I see a more striking illus- 
tration of what the Psalmist says: “ The entrance 
of thy word giveth light,” than was shown in the 
case of this poor simple peasant. He had heard 
of the truth, and was fired with a desire to read 
for himself. Letter by letter he had worked out 
his alphabet, and then letter by letter he had 
spelled his way along in the Gospel narrative. His 
copy of the Testament was an old Bucharest edi- 
tion in the old style type, and badly printed, but 
every leaf of it was “thumbed” like a school boy’s 
primer. How his eyes sparkled when I gave him 
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one of the clear, plain, New York edition, and told 
him he could keep it for his own. Tears of sym- 
pathy, and I must say of laughter too, filled my 
eyes while listening to some of his graphic ac- 
counts of discussions with his village priest, using 
all the time the simple peasant language, but 
bringing out some of the most striking illustrations 
and comparisons drawn from peasant life, You 
know that in a Bulgarian village, every house 
keeps three or four dogs, and they are generally 
pretty fierce, so that you never see either man or 
woman going about without a good sized stick, to 
keep the dogs at a respectable distance. Our 
friend said to me with great earnestness of counte- 
nance: ‘Now, God has sent you here to-night, 
and the time is short; you must excuse me if I ask 
you many questions, for you know I am among 
dogs, and I must have @ club, or they will tear me 
to pieces. It’s a club I want.” I pointed him to 
Ephesians, yi. 17, and as he read the sword of the 
spirit, which is the word of God, “ Ah,” said he, 
“Now I’ve got it. This will doit.” It was an 
interesting sight to witness the eagerness of the 
whole family for the word of God. There in a 
village of perhaps 300 families, without a school, 
the people living in extreme poyerty and ignor- 
ance, to find the lamp of God’s. word shining in 
this one hut, was very encouraging to me, and I 
left the next morning, fully impressed with the 
conyiction that when the truth fairly reaches the 
sturdy Bulgarian peasantry, it will work a com- 
plete revolution among them. The honest, hard 
working farmer, when he once learns to read, will 
not only read, but study God’s word; his convic- 
tions will be more real, and his resolutions less 
easily shaken than the polished but corrupt in- 
habitants of the city, who now mostly despise the 
peasant, and treat him almost as a slave. 

I will add, that in my recent tour, I passed 
through Varna, Rustchuk, Sistof, Loftcha, Pleven, 
Nicopolis, Lom, and Widin, and found everywhere 
encouraging indications of an increasing interest 
in Gospel truth. It may be interesting to note 
that I heard from several different persons, teachers, 
school trustees, etc., the remark, that since the 
publication of the beautiful Slavic and Bulgarian 
electrotyped edition of the New Testament, the 
monks and priests were completely confounded. 
They do not dare any longer to question the gen- 
uineness of what they call the Protestant Testa- 
ment, for the old Slavic is there along side of it, 
and the comparison is readily made with the copy 
upon the altar in the church. 

The old argument of corrupt translation, etc., is 
done, and the contest is taking quite a different 
turn. The contest is coming to be whether there 
is any Gospel at all or not. Failing to overthrow 
the so called Protestant Gospel, the enemies of the 
truth are beginning to throw off the mask, and to 
attack the Gospel itself. I know several teachers 
of theology (?) and clerical persons who are ayowed 
skeptics. The common people, however, are ready 
to receive the word. The humble here are glad. I 
heard many inquiries after the Old Testament. Many 
are awaiting with great impatience the appear- 
ance of the whole Bible in the Bulgarian language. 
I trust that this desire may in a few months be 
gratified, and that in time, with the blessing of 
God, the Bible may become a household book 
throughout Bulgaria, ; 
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THE BIBLE ITS OWN WITNESS, 

There is an interesting fact, communicated to us 
by the Rey. Dr. Martin, in China, in a letter dated 
Peking, November 4, 1869, showing how the 
Bible authenticates itself. It is well worth con- 
sidering. Would any other professed revelation 
so force conviction, merely by a perusal of it, upon 
the reader’s mind? Would the Koran, or the Shas- 
ters, or Vedas? We do not believe it. They do not 
come home to the human sympathies; they do 
not so meet the demand of the human mind, as to 
make the reader say : “ this is, this must be true.” 
The Bible alone does it. Read what Dr. Martin 
says: 

By the way, I may close with a little incident 
which I have just heard. The Rey. Mr. Burdon, 
in a recent tour, met with an intelligent man, who 
years ago obtained a copy of the Scriptures, and 
before he ever saw a missionary, derived from the 
Bible alone a profound impression of the truth of 
the religion which it teaches. He recited from 
memory more than half of the first chapter of 
Genesis, a precious morsel, which to him was 
worth more than all the philosophy of China.

MONMOUTH COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. J. 

This society has recently held its fifty-second 
anniversary in the old Tennent Church. There 
was a large gathering of people from the sur- 
rounding country, extra trains haying been run 
on two of the railways to accommodate the friends 
of the Cause. The proceedings throughout en- 
gaged the earnest attention of the audience. 
They were interspersed with excellent singing, 
which added much to the interest of the occasion. 
A generous collation was provided by the ladies, 
with abundance for all and to spare. : 

It is difficult to select from the report of the 
executive committee, where the whole paper is so 
full of important and interesting statements. Our 
limited space, however, forbids our publishing the 
entire document, as we should otherwise be glad 
to do. The committee state: 

We are thankful to say, that under instructions 
received from the society at its last annual meeting, 
your committee haye nearly completed the can- 
vass and resupply of the entire county during 
the past year. But for the sickness of one of the 
agents employed, and his relinquishment of the 
work at too late a period to get a substitute, the 
whole county would have been visited. Mr. Hol- 
man, to whom we refer, is deserving of gratitude 
and remembrance for his earnest and useful la- 
bours last year in Howell and Wall townships. 
He reports about one third of Howell unfinished, 
but desired to complete that work, until, at a 
period too late to engage another man, he writes 
that he is declining a consumption, and has no 
hope of ever working again for the Master on earth, 
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Rey. Mr. Peck, of Paterson, whom you author- 
ized the committee at your last meeting to em- 
ploy, laboured two weeks during Novemper last 
in the neighbourhood of Red Bank, when, failing 
in health, he returned to his family, and in a few 
days yielded up his life. These solemn provi- 
dences enforce upon our hearts this day the ex- 
hortation already made, to do more than we have 
ever heretofore done to spread abroad God’s truth. 

The society have employed, beside the persons 
named, Mr, James 8. Evans, who laboured seven 
weeks, and canvassed the following townships: 
Freehold, Millstone, Holmdel, Matawan, and one 
half of Middletown. He was immediately suc- 
ceeded by Mr. A. B..Temple, a candidate for the 
ministry at Princeton College, and an energetic, 
deyout, and successful canvasser. He laboured 
one and two third months, and visited Raritan, 
Shrewsbury, Atlantic, Ocean, and half of Middle- 
town. At the same time, Mr. L. B. Voorhees, a 
graduate of Princeton College, also a student for 
the ministry, engaged in the supply of Upper 
Freehold, during nearly a month. Manalapan has 
been canvassed and supplied through the volun- 
tary and unpaid exertions of Rey. A. P. Cobb, in 
whose church we are met. Marlboro’ was report- 
ed last year as visited and supplied by Mr. Jqhn 
Baird and friends, whom he engaged in the work, 

‘connected with the Brick Church. 


The work has been performed by five agents, 
who have been occupied in the aggregate some- 
thing over six months, at a cost of $309 26 for 
salary, and $117 20 for expenses, making $426 46. 
The grants have been in value $256; $682 being 
the cost to the society for the work done: 4,800 
families have been visited, 590, or one eighth, have 
been found destitute; 433 have been supplied ; 
157 refused. 

Very many interesting and suggestive incidents 
haye been reported by the agents, showing the 
need of the work, the appreciation which it receives 
from God’s poor, and blessed results following. 

One agent writes: “I visited 370 families, of 
which fitty-two were destitute of the word of God 
in their dwellings, and the majority of these fami- 
lies were extremely poor, and expressed great de- 
sire to have the Scriptures, and said that the only 
reason they had not the Bible was because they 
had not the money to buy it. In many cases when 
preserted with a copy the tears would come to 
their eyes, and expressing thanks to the generous 
donors of the book, they promised to study and 
read the word. On one road a considerable dis- 
tance in the back woods, the inhabitants told me 
they had not seen a distributer for thirty years. 
In one part of Howell township I found five 
houses, or rather cabins, in not one of which was 
a copy of the Bible, and the people seemed to be 
almost. entirely ignorant of the existence of God 
_ and of the salvation provided.” 

Another agent writes: “I visited 590 families, 
among whom I found ninety-nine destitute of the 
word of God. In a small neighbourhood in one 
day’s travel, I found thirty families, about one 
half of which had no copy of the Scriptures. Of 
the ninety-nine families destitute, ten refused to 
accept the gift; these were all Roman Catholics, 
but only a small proportion of the Catholic fami- 
lies visited; most of the destitute willingly, and 
some very thankfully, received the word of life.” 
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That this work is appreciated, and that the 
books are preserved and do good, will be shown 
from the following extracts: 

“One old man, feeble and almost blind, received 
the visitor with tender emotion, and calling up 
earlier times to his recollection, spoke of the visits 
of Rev. Charles Webster, who years ago had 
brought to him the Bible still in his possession, 
and had talked to him of Jesus and the great sal- 
vation.” 

Says another distributer: “I found the Bible a 
treasured possession in many families, when ap- 
pearances indicated a squalid and most destitute 
condition of life. In the hovel its leaves were 
thumbed and tattered, in striking contrast to the 
finely gilt Bible in the parlours of the rich. I sup- 
plied new Bibles to some old people whose well 
worn and ancient copy had been so long in use 
that the type had become dim. One woman to 
whom I presented one showed me a book which 
had been given her by the Bible society in 1828. 
The family records were kept upon the fly leaf, a 
fact often noticed. In another family a Bible was 
presented to replace an old copy which the woman 
told me she had had ever since her marriage, and 
had kept in her moving about. In Millstone a 
very old woman had a Bible which was presented 
to her in 1813. Isaw a coloured girl, sixteen or 
eighteen years of age, who professed to be a Cath- 
olic. I noticed a number of Catholic families who 
had in their possession the Protestant Bible, and 
had owned it several years. A Catholic woman 
who refused to take one, said she did have one for 
four or five years, which she could not help taking 
from a distributer of tracts, and which at last she 
gave to a man who had none—to use her own 
words—‘one of your kind.’ One young lad of 
Trish Catholic parents, to whom I gave a New 
Testament, was very anxious to get the book, but 
his mother at first protested strongly, but tinaily 
yielded. Gave some Bibles to Catholics where 
the women were Catholics and the husbands 
Protestants. I went into a barroom] where some 
young men were at cards and gave them a Bible. 
Sold a copy of the Book of Proverbs to an Irish 
Catholic saloon keeper. An Irish woman accept- 
ed one for her son to read. She said there was 
one in the house which she read sometimes. 
When she handed it to me, I found it was a torn 
copy of Goodrich’s Pictorial History of England. 
A woman, an American, said she had a Bible, and 
showed me Kitto’s History of the Bible. After 
finding to a certainty that she had not the Sacred 
Scriptures, I of course gave her a copy.” 

In Mr. Temple’s report the following incidents 
are mentioned : 

In the neighbourhood of Granville, away down 
by the shore, is a little hut among the bushes ten- 
anted by an invalid man, together with his wife. 
The man day by day was nearing the boundaries 
of the grave. I sat down by his side to talk with 
him about Jesus, the sick man’s friend, and found 
hini a true Christian, strong in faith and rich in 
his experience of redeeming love. He took down 
from the shelf a few torn leaves of the word, and 
told me that was all the Bible he possessed. “ Yet,” 
said he, ‘I find a world of comfort in these few 
chapters of Psalms and St.John.” I presented 
him with a complete copy of the word, and he 


| thanked me with tearful eyes, and blessed God 
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for the existence of the Monmouth County Bible 
Society. In this vicinity I found much destitu- 
tion, In a visit to fifty-one families in a day, I 
found fourteen destitute of the Bible. 

During my canyass in the vicinity of Mechan- 
iesville, I called at a door of a house and was 
taken for a man who carried around lamps to sell, 
‘A woman met me at the door, and before I had 
time to state the object of my call, told me they 
did not want any lamps. Not knowing exactly 
what to say, I thought I would make the best. of 
my position, and so told her perhaps I carried a 
different kind of lamp from what she supposed. 
The kind I carried never needed filling. She said 
she did not want any of my new-fangled fixtures. 
I told her it is not yery new—the last improve- 
ment on it was made eighteen hundred years ago. 
Seeing that her curiosity and interest were fairly 
awakened, I uncovered my basket and took out a 
Bible, and told her I carried the word of God, 
which is “a lamp unto the feet and a light unto 
the path,” of those who believe in Christ. I 
found that though a housekeeper for twelve years, 
she had never owned a Bible. I left one with her, 
and she accepted it with evident emotion, saying 
that it recalled to her mind the memories of other 
years, when she was under the roof of a pious fa- 
ther. In this same part of the township I founda 
woman who had. been keeping house tor twenty- 
two years, and had never had a Bible. In this 
same neighbourhood I met a man-who owned con- 
siderable land, and had two children at boarding 
school, who had no Bible in his house. I asked 
him why he was without a Bible when he was 
abundantly able to buy one. In his answer he 
showed the narrow circle which bounded his 
intellectual and moral vision, He said he had 
always found so many things he wanted more, 
that he had neyer thought it worth while to get 
one—had never had any sickness or death in the 
family, and therefore had never especially needed 
one. I tried to talk to him as pointedly and earn- 
estly as I knew how, about the blessedness and 
the riches of the truth I offered him, but my words 
seemed to make little impression. I however sold 
him a Bible for one dollar and seventy-five cents. 

Addresses were made by Rey. J. R. Suydam, of 
Jersey City, Rev. Edward Hewitt, of Keyport, 
Rey. Dr. 8. 8. Sheddan, of Union County, Rey. L. 
H. Van Doren, of Morris County; Hon. Ralph 
Voorhees, of Somerset County, Rev. W. W. Mof- 
fett, of Ocean County, and the Rev. Geo. Sheldon; 
D.D., representative of the American Bible So- 
ciety. 

We can only add, that the following important 
resolution was passed : 


Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed

TWENTY YEARS OF BIBLE WORK—ANNIVERSA- 
RY OF THE CALIFORNIA BIBLE SOCIETY. 
The anniversary of the California Bible Society 
was celebrated in an appropriate manner at the 
Church of the Advent. Rey. Mr. Lathrop, pastor 


of the church, read a portion of the Scriptures and 
invoked the Divine blessing. The vice president 
of the gpciety called the meeting to order, and de- 
livered an introductory address, Dr. Lucky ad- 
verted to the importance of the American Bible 
Society, of which this association is a tributary, 
spoke of the broad missionary field on this coast 
at considerable length, and in conclusion, thanked 
the general agent for Bibles donated to the in- 
mates of the State Prison. 

Rey. Mr. Buel was then introduced, and after a 
few introductory remarks, proceeded to read 


THE GENERAL AGENT’S REPORT. 


The California Bible Society haying now been 
in existence for twenty years, its work, controlled 
by the cardinal idea of the Parent Society to give 
the Bible to every creature, has taken shape in a 
regular routine of operatiops. The prominent 
features of its work are found first in the establish- 
ment of a general depository at San Francisca, 
with branch depositories throughout the State, so 
that our citizens may be able readily and econom- 
ically to supply themselves with the Holy Scrip- 
tures in copies in clear type, good paper, correctly 
edited, and substantially bound, and published 
and sold at cost of publication and freight to this 
State. How great a good this is can be seen by 
comparing the quality and prices of the Society’s 
Bibles with many which are sent forth for the mere 
purpose of sale, without regard to excellence in 
paper, print, or class. 

Secondly. Another feature of the society’s work 
consists in the range of its donations. It is not 
enough for us to give to all proper subjects who 
apply tous. The Bible is carried by its friends 
and donated to our shipping, benevolent institu- 
tions, prisons, and to families who are unable, or 
do not incline to purchase. We mean God’s truth 
to be free as the air we breath, so that the people 
may draw spiritual life from it. We intend that 
no person, of whatever nationality he may be, shall 
fail of reading in his own tongue of the wonderful 
works of God, if he so will. 

Thirdly. Colporteur work. This is the most 
distinguishing and aggressive feature of the soci- 
ety’s operations. In the spirit of the Saviour’s 
last commandment, “Go ye,” the society goes to 
every household, bearing in their hands the lamp 
of Divine truth, and leaving it therein, to be the 
light of the family circle and the guide of its in- 
mates through life. The society has employed dur- 
ing the year five local agents, who have spent twen- 
ty-six months in the aggregate in the work of the 
society, visiting 6,324 families, of whom 620 were 
destitute, and supplying 407 families who pre- 


viously were without the Bible. They have sold ~ 


2,536 copies of the Scriptures, in value $3,211; 
and donated 897, the value of which is $490. The 
field of labour of our local agents during the past 
year embraces the counties of Alameda, Contra 
Costa, Marin, Mendocino, Sonoma, Solana, Lake, 
Humboldt, Los Angeles, San Diego, San Buena- 
ventura and Tulare, covering an extent of country 
equal to several of our large States, and prose- 
cuted, at an expense of toil and self-denial hardly 


‘| appreciated, except by those who have themselves 


been engaged in the work. 
The practical value of the canvass can be esti- 


mated by the consideration that we have in that 
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way placed 2,500 copies of the word of God in 
circulation, generally in the community, and that 
during this year 400 families have been furnished 
with a Bible, who heretofore had none in their 
households, What advantage this may be to the 
members of the family we may weigh by placing 
in one scale a Bible, and in the other whatever of 
benefit and blessing, comfort and consolation, love 
and light, hope and joy, the Bible imparts to our 


own souls, rapture of pardon, penitent tears, celes- | 


tial glory, knowledge of Christ, communion in the 
spirit, reconciliation with the Father, and then 
judge that whatever of grace has been ministered 
to us by God’s truth, may be also ministered by 
the same word to others, for by it the man of God 
is perfect, thoroughly furnished unto every good 
work ; or let us look on the other side, to the evil 
which might come to our State through 400 fami- 
lies in our midst, parents, without the control of 
the sure principles of the Bible; children, growing 
up untaught by its precepts, and the family pass- 
ing through this life, and hastening to the next 
without the light of religion, and without the hope 
of immortality brought by the Gospel. If this 
society were able to report no other fruit of its 
labours than those 400 families furnished with the 
Scriptures, and by this means brought from out 
the pale of heathenism into the range and influ- 
ence of the light of the Gospel truth, even in this 
alone it might commend itself to the State, that 
by this work it had put these families into the 
surest road to become good citizens; it might thus 
commend itself to the Church, by putting into 
these households the Gospel leaven’ which is 
mighty, through God, in bringing every thought 
in subjection to Christ; it might also commend 
itself to the Church’s Head, for the work has been 
done in obedience to his command, “ Go and teach 
all nations.” 


LET US NOW LOOK AT PROGRESS AND PROSPECT. 


We have increased our circulation this year 
from 9,000 to 12,000 volumes; we have visited 
double the number of families this year over the 
last ; we have supplied three times as many desti- 
tute families, and we have donated double the 
number of volumes. We are thus able to say to 
churches we have mace progress, but we are sorry 
to say that, in the matter of aid from the churches, 
we have made no progress. The Church has done 
no more to aid us when we have thus striven to 
do their work more efliciently, than if we had been 
content to reach only the same bound as before. 
And now, what is the prospect before us? In 
some States, a Bible society might say we have 
canvassed and supplied this county with Bibles, 
and the work need not be done again for years; 
but with us, it is not so; if we supply a district 
one year, yet such is the migratory character of 
our population, it would be just as necessary to 
do it again another year; and so many emigrants 
are coming into our State, many of them without 
the Bible, that, for their sakes alone, it would be 
necessary to go over our vast field continuously. 
The southern portions of our State, in a special 
manner, demand our attention, as a large immigra- 
tion is now coming in from Texas and the adjacent 
States, as well as from the opportunity afforded of 
supplying the native Californians with the Bible 
in the Spanish tongue. We are also happy to 
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state that we made arrangements, some months 
since, with the Rey. Mr. Loomis, to furnish us with 
a Chinese labourer to go among his own country- 
men, and that he is now ready to enter into the 
work. 

Such is the work in prospect before us, a field 
extending on the Pacific coast from San Diego to 
Del Norte, about as far as from Boston to Charles- 
ton on the Atlantic coast, embracing in extent of 
territory, as large an area as the aggregate of many 
of our Eastern States. Sparsely settled now, but in 
time to teem with a vast population; of small po- 
litical power now, but to be the domain of future 
empire; with slight leaven of the gospel now 
spreacl among the people, but in the eye of proph- 
ecy embraced within the record of those uttermost 
parts of the earth which are to be the dominion of 
Christ. 

CONCLUSION. 


At the conclusion of the report, Rev. Eli Corwin, 
Rev. Mr. Richards, Rey. Mr. Williams and Dr. 
Woodbridge addressed the gathering, and were 
listened to with great interest. A collection was 
then taken up for the benefit of the Association, 
and the purses present gave liberally.

THE CENTRAL OHIO CONFERENCE. 

This body, at its recent sessions held at Findlay, 
Ohio, adopted an interesting and important min- 
ute in reference to the Bible cause, which we 
subjoin in full, 

The committee on the Bible cause report: 

1. From documents placed in the hands of your 
committee, it appears that the labours of the 
American Bible Society, both at home and abroad, 
are continually increasing. 

Besides the donations to the various missionary 
societies for their Bible work, in which we are 
glad to know that our own missionary society re- 
ceives very liberal appropriations, the American 
Bible Society has in the foreign fields three Agents, 
and about forty colporteurs. The expenditure of 
money for the foreign work during the year is 
$72,912 53. 

The entire receipts of the Society and its auxil- 
jiaries in Ohio, during the year, amount to about 
$86,000; of which over $2,200 was paid by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in the bounds of this 
Conference. 

2, Your committee is glad to find that the work 
of the Society is again prosecuted successfully in 
the South; Agents are appointed and auxiliary 
societies are organized, and the Cause is receiving 
as liberal contributions to its support as the im- 
poverished condition of the country would reason- 
ably admit. bee r 

3. Your committee recommend for adoption the 
following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That we still cherish undiminished 
confidence in the American Bible Society, and re- 
joice in the great and good work which it is 
accomplishing. ; ; 

2. Resolved, That while we rejoice in the good 
which is done by this Society, the benefit of which 
we, as a denomination, share in common with our 
sister Churches, we especially acknowledge, with 
gratitude, the readiness with which the Board of 
Managers have responded to the requests, and 
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aided the efforts of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in circulating the Bible at home and 
abroad. 

3. Resolved, That we have no sympathy with any 
society engaged in the circulation of new versions 
and translations; but that.we prefer the good old 
Bible of our fathers until something is presented 
superior to any thing yet introduced; and that 
we will continue, as heretofore, in the support and 
encouragement of the American Bible Society. 

The Rey. Joseph Holdich, D.D., one of the 
Secretaries of the American Bible Society, was 
present during the sessions of the conference: He 
was warmly welcomed, and the opportunity was 
extended him of addressing the Conference on the 
interests of the work.

This amount 
was the child’s all, and had been laid by in 
small sums from time to time. On his death-bed 
he desired that it should be given to the Bible 
Society. This gift, though not large in itself, is 
to be measured by the affection which prompted 
it; and we are glad to record the incident as a 
proof of intelligent interest in our work on the 
part of one whose sympathy we do not value less 
because it was a child’s. Blessed is the land 
whose children are taught to revere and obey the 
testimonies of the Lord!

BIBLE WORK IN OMAHA, NEBRASKA. 

Under the general direction of the Douglass 
County Bible Society, and of our Agent for Ne- 
braska, Rey. Wm. McCandlish, the city of Oma- 
ha has recently been explored by Mr. Wm. H. 
Van Doren, with a view to supplying with the 
Scriptures, all destitute families and persons that 
would accept them. The industry and fidelity 
with which Mr. Van Doren discharged the diffi- 
cult duty assigned him, appear from the report 
made to the Douglass County Society, from which 
we are happy to present the following extracts : 

1, The time employed in making the canvass 
was two months and twenty-four days, from July 
28th till date. 

2. The field canvassed includes the city of 
Omaha, and extends from the stone quarry on the 
south, from a mile to a mile and a half west from 
the Missouri river, to a point two miles north of 
Dodge street. 

3. The mode or plan of the work was to visit 
personally every dwelling, workshop, store, stable, 
school house, foundry, brick yard, brewery, and 
saloon, and any place where families could find 
shelter, or where a man, woman, or child, could 
find employment, carrying with me the word of 
God, offering it to every one, and inviting all to 
be supplied, either at the cost prices of the so- 
ciety for the current year, or if too poor to pur- 
chase, then without money and without price. 

4, Results of the canvass, (1.) Number of fami- 
lies visited, 5,896. (2.) Number of places of busi- 
ness visited, 1,379. (3.) Number of persons visit- 
ed, 1,293, viz.: railroad employees, 425; in brewer- 
ies, 92; in brick yards, 27; in stables, 130; clerks, 
216; in bar rooms and saloons, 325; labourers, 
teamsters, hackmen, etc., 78. 

(4.) Number of families known to be destitute, 
957, viz.: Irish Catholics, 486; German, 207; Bo- 
hemian, 58; Scandinavian, 33; American or Eng- 
lish, 122; destitute Mormon families, 11. 

(5.) Number of persons known to be destitute, 
349, Of these 127 were Catholics, and 93 infidels 
and opposers. ¥ 

(6.) Number of, persons supplied, 122; number 
of destitute families supplied, 147. ; 


Notr.—A bout 160 Catholic families were found 


with the Bible, mostly the Douay version; also a 
few families with the Mormon Bible. 


Mr. Van Doren adds, in explanation of the re- 
port: 

1st. In regard to the nature of the work. Tt has 
been purely missionary in its character. This 
canvass has developed facts which prove that we 


have destitute heathen at home; that clusters of 


families, whole colonies, and settlements of foreign- 
ers, living in this city, are as practically ignorant 
of God’s word, as any in China. 


2d. The number of visitations performed is 


greater than the sum of the number of families 
and number of persons and the number of busi- 
ness places visited together, inasmuch as some 
ees wri been visited two and even three 
imes, making in the a ate from 9,000 to 
10,000 visitations pater Wey 

3d. There is a great number of Bohemian, 
French, and Low Dutch families living in the city 
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many of whom are destitute of Bibles, and for 
whose supply there has been no provision in the 
depository. 

The report closes with a recognition of kind at- 
tentions received, and of the support given by the 
clergymen of the city, who “aided most effectual- 
ly, by giving countenance and publicity to the 
work, to make it thorough and’ complete.” 
Thanks are also returned to the ladies of the city, 
who rendered kind offices to the voor, 

The Board of Managers of the Douglass County 
Society, on receiving this report, passed unani- 
mously a yote of thanks to Mr. Van Doren, for the 
thorough and satisfactory manner in which he 
had prosecuted the canvass.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY, 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thurs- 
day, the 6th inst., at half past three o’clock,, P.M. ; 
James Lenox, Esq., President, in the chair, assist- 
ed by William Whitlock, Jr., Norman White, 
Frederick §. Winston, James Suydam, and 
A. Robertson Walsh, Esqs., Vice Presidents. 

The Rey. Dr. M‘Leod read the thirty-fourth 
Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Two new auxiliaries were recognized; one in 
Texas, and one in Iowa. 

Communications were received from Rey. Dr. 
Doremus, New Orleans, General Agent of the 
South Western Bible Society, returning thanks for 
a grant of $1,000, in books, to aid them in the 
work in North Western Louisiana; from Mr. An- 

drew M. Milne, Monte Video, with gratifying 
statements as to the increasing influence of the 
Bible in his field; from Rey. I. G. Bliss, Constan- 
‘tinople, giving an account of his work, and es- 
pecially in regard to Bulgaria, and the good ef- 
fect of the Slavic and Bulgarian Testament which 
was electrotyped at the Bible House; from Rev. 
H. B. Pratt, Barranquilla, N. G., saying in sub- 
stance that he finds but little demand for the 
Scriptures in that region; from Rey. Dr. W. A. P. 
Martin, Peking, as to the best mode of prosecuting 
and extending our work in China; from Mr. P. R. 
Hand, of Peking, as to the printing of the Scrip- 
tures there, and sending the fiscal account of the 
Mission. 

Grants of books were made to the American 
Tract Society; to the General Assembly’s Com- 
mittee on Freedmen; to the Patriot’s Orphan 
Home, at Flushing, L. I.; to American Missionary 
Association, Arabic Bibles and Testaments for 
Africa; to the Friends’ Bible and Tract Distribu- 
ting Committee; to the Missionary Society of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church, Ojibwa Testaments; 
to Mr. John 8, Pierson, Marine Agent for vessels 


sailing to various foreign ports. The entire num- - 
‘ber of volumes granted is 7,744, besides others to 


the amount of $1,100, and in funds $200 to the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Church for 
Bible work in Norway. The books granted were 
in an unusual variety of languages, including 
Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, German, French, 
Ojibwa, and Arabic. 

An interesting volume was exhibited to the 
Board, being a copy in manuscript of the Gespel 
by Matthew in the language of the Kohlossian In- 
dians in Alaska. It was written by the present 
primate of the Russo-Greek Church when a young 
man he was a missionary to that country. 

Volumes issued in December, 95,785; receipts, 
$71,461 22.

His labours will be held in grateful 
remembrance by all who have been associated 
with him, and by the multitudes of correspond- 
ents to whom he has been endeared by his earnest 
spirit and his-genial manners. 

The executive officers of the Society part with 
their late associate with personal sorrow at the 
interruption of relations that have been uniformly 
happy and profitable ; rejoicing, however, to know 
that he has retired with no diminution of his love 
for the Society, or of his estimate of the noble and 
sacred work in which itis steadily going forward. 

Having recently received an urgent invitation 
to become pastor of the Clinton Avenue Reformed 


Church, in Newark, N. J., Dr. Taylor, after much 


anxious deliberation, deemed it his duty to yield 
to the call. In his new,sphere of labour, we will 
unceasingly pray for his personal happiness, and 
his ministerial success. _ 


DR. JAMES L, PHELPS. 


It having pleased God in his infinite wisdom to | 


remove from us, hy death, Dr, Jamus L. Puuxps,

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the Managers of the American Bible Society desire 
hereby to record their testimony to the many ex- 
cellencies of his character, and their sense of his 
yalue as a member of this Board. Our departed 
friend and colleague was a native of Windsor, 
Connecticut, where he was born on the 16th of 
April, 1785. Having selected the medical pro- 
fession as his pursuit in life, he studied in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of the West- 
ern District of New York, and finished his course 
by attending lectures in Philadelphia, under the 
celebrated Dr. Benjamin Rush and his compeers. 
In the war of 1812 he was appointed surgeon of 
one of the United States vessels, the Governor 
Tompkins, of eighteen guns and 120 men, after 
which he entered on the practice of his profession 
in the city of New York, which he pursued with 
great success. In 18232, under the preaching of 
the Rey. John Summerfield, his mind was awaken- 
ed to the importance of spiritual religion, and he 
became a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in which he remained an exemplary and 
active member while life and strength continued. 
He was connected officially with many of the 
leading religious and benevolent socities of this 
city. ‘The Methodist Missionary Society, the Sea- 
men’s Friend Society, the Port Society, of New 
York, the Children’s Aid Society, and others, 
shared his counsels and efficient aid, while he was 
connected also with five Medical Societies, state 
or national. 

In 1826 Dr. Phelps was elected a Manager of 
the American Bible Society, in which he ever 
took a deep interest and in which his counsels 
were highly valued. He was a member of the 
Committee on Distribution from the time of its 
organization, and at the meetings both of the 
Committee and the Board of Managers, his at- 
tendance was uniform and punctual. Whoever 
might be absent, Dr. Phelps was always expected 
to be in his place, and it is believed was never 
absent when in town and able to attend. 

He was a man of great uniformity and consist- 
ency ; conscientious, considerate, cool, and self-pos- 
sessed. It has been remarked of him that he was 
never seen out of temper, or known in his family 
to utter an angry word. His piety did not lie on 
the surface, it was inwrought and deep, while it 


exercised a hallowing and beautiful effect on his | 


life and character. 

His interest in this Society and his attachment 
to it have already been mentioned, but it deserves 
to be noticed, that in his last lingering days of 
weakness, when body and mind had equally fail- 
ed, he continued his inquiries into its affairs and 
the progress of its work; and when a deputation 
from the Committee of which he was a member, 

after long absence on account of his debility, wait- 
ed on him with expressions of sympathy and 
kind inquiries, it touched him deeply and drew 
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forth a most tender and grateful response. He 
died at his residence in the city of Brooklyn, 
whither he had removed on retiring finally from 
practice, on the 17th of October, 1869, in the 
eighty-fifth year of his age, leaving a widow and 
nine living out of twelve children. His last end 
was peace. He manifested all his accustomed 
feelings and habits on religious subjects, while his 
mind had apparently become a blank on almost 
every thing else. Wherefore 

Resolved, That a copy of this paper, being adopt- 
ed by the Board of Managers, be forwar ded to the 
family of the deceased, with assurances from the 
Board of their high appreciation of the character 
of their departed friend and co-labourer, as well 
as their deep sympathy with the widow and chil- 
dren in their loss. And that it be also published 
in the Bible Society Record.
